ARRIVAL OF THE ST. LOUS! 



New York, June 20. — The steamer 
St. Louis, with advices* from England to 
Wednesday, the 6th inst., arrived here 
last night. 

By this arrival we have nothing im- 
portant from the seat of war. 

The cotton market at Liverpool con- 
siderably advanced in the ft re part of 
the week, but the market closed dull, 
though steady, at the last quotations. 

A dispatch received at the Admirality, 
from Sir Edward Lyons, dated Kertch. 
May 1, states that the. squadron in the 
sea of Azoff had appeared before Jeni- 
cale, and landed a body of seamen and 
marines, and drove the Russians from 
the place, and destroyed all the depots 
a.nd the vessels at the place laden with 
corn and supplies for the Russian army: 
only one man w as wounded. Since en- 
tering the Sea of Azoff he had destroy d 
four steamers and two hundred and for- 
ty vessels, which had been engaged car- 
rying supplies for the Russian army in 
the Crimea. 

The conferences at Vienna had been 
formally closed, at the late sitting held 
on the 4th. 

Gen. J'elissier telegraphs to Paris un- 
der date of June 1st, as follows. — 

"\Ye have sprung two mines in front 
of the flagstaff Bastion. The explosion 
doneconsiderable damagr. In POaMtnirt 
ing our outworks, our engineers found 
two transverse lines, filled with gunpow- 
der, each forty centimes thick, and placed 
at equal distances and buried just be- 
neath the surface, each case containing 
one fifth of a killogramme of powder, 
and covered with a fulminating apparat- 
us, which would explode by a simple 
pressure of the foot. All are being taken 
up by the engineers." 

A Russian despatch from Prince Ment- 
chikoff dated 29th .May. states that the 
allies had occupied Kertch, but had not 
pushed inland. He says that measures 
would be taken to prevent the allies from 
cutting off communications with the Rus- 
sian army. 

The Port Gazette of Frankfort, pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Odessa, stating 
that the Russians were raising batteries 
to command the channel, near Graitchi, 
which connects Putno lake with the sea 
of Azoff. 

Another dispatch mates that Gen. On- 
schakon had arrived at Perekop with his 
composed of four regiments of 
F, each 3,600 men. Gen. Gross- 
had also arrived at Perekop. with 
■a cavalry division, consisting of four Teg- 
uments, each 960 strong. These will give 
GorL&chakofl" a reinforcement of 16,000 
men. 

Letters from Berlin of the 1st inst , say 
that the success of the allies in the Cri 
mea had made a deep impression at that 
Court. 

A letter received from the French 
Camp in the Crimea, dated May 2*2d,says 
the allies were on the eve of great events; 
that everything had been prepared, and 
the last arrangements had been made in 
a council of war, at which all command- 
ers of the land and sea forces were pres- 
ent; that all the reinforcements had come 
up making the French army amount to 
two hundred thousand men.

Arrival of t\w Steamer Asia! 

The Bombardment of Sobitatopol Itc»iim- 
ed— Highly 1 ■ to rent i njj Intelligence— 
laW Ton and While Toweri Attacked 
and € arried by the t rench, with I in- 
tmmmmm Slaughter - Great Excitement in 
England. 

Halifax, June 20. 
The steamer Asia, with advices from 
London and Liverpool to Saturday, the 
9th inst., arrived here this morning. 

GENERAL INTELLIGENCE. 

The news from the seat of war by 
this arrival is highly exciting. The 
bombardment ot Sehastopol had been 
resumed on the 6th, and on the day the 
Asia sailed, a dispatch had been received 
from Lord Raglan, dated June 8, 6 P. 
M., announcing that alter a fierce bom- 
bardment the French attacked and car- 
ried theMamelon and White towers, with 
the greatest gallantry. The light on 
both sides was desperate, and the loss o( 
life very large, but no figures are given. 

The news had produced great excite- 
ment in England, and a general buoyan- 
cy in public feeling. 

The conferences at Vienna having 
been formally closed, at the instigation 
of the Western powers, negotiations for 
peace will not be resumed, except at the. 
request of Russia, and upon her appli- 
cation to Austria for her good offices. 

A Russian correspondent says Austria 
considers herself released from all en- 
gagements to the Western Powers, the 
taller having refused to conclude a peace 
upon reasonable terms, but she still pi*.)- 
(easjM herself to be. t lie ally of France 
and England, by virtue of article one of 
the treaty of December. 

The Vienna papers say that although 
the conferences are closed, the Russian 
plenipoten iary has the Austrian propo- 
sitions under consideration; meantime 
the Commissioners of France and Eng- 
land had left Vienna. 

The advices from Sehastopol show 
great gallantry on the part of the French. 

The. allied Ibices, consisting of 20,000 
men, were advancing on Tehernay. — 
Ttie condition of the ground shows that 
the Russians never intended to maintain 
their position. 

The allies found 77,000 tons of coal 
at Kertch, and fifty dismounted guns, but 
no powder. 

The allies propose to fortify Jerucale, 
but do not intend holding Kertch. 

Gortschakofl telegraphs under date of 
.1 un> 3d, that the allies had left Geuitchi, 
and that part of the burned stores would 
be saved. 

Letters from Cracow say that the in 
surrection in the interior ol Russia has 
not yet been quelled. 

Advices from the Bailie say that on 
the 4th of June the allied fleets were 
near Cronstatit, and that new fortifica- 
tions had been erected since last year. 

Gen. Pelissier telegraphs that the Rus- 
sians had ewicuated Sougek, in Asia, af- 
ter destroying 66 guns and mortars. — 
Some changes had occurred in the Tur- 
kish cabinet, and a new political organ- 
ization was springing up. 

The London Times is out strongly in 
lav .r oi the war, and argues 'that any 
prospect of the invasion of the Principal- 
ities, is extremely remote. 

In Parliament the motion of Sir Fran- 
cis Baring was permitted to pass IM 
con., that is, the House having seen with 
regret that the conference at Vienna not 
having led to a termination of hostili- 
ties, feels its duty to declare that it will 
gfofl every support to her Majesty in the 
prosecution of the war, until she shall, 
in conjunction with her allies, obtain for 
the country a safe and honorable peace. 

A decree extend* the free importation 
of breadstuff's into England during the 
present year. 

The King of Sardinia will probably 
meet Victoria at Paris in August. The 
Sultan will also be there. 

The Spanir-h Government represents 
the Carlist insurrection entirely supprt 
sed, but the province of Catalonia had 
been placed in a state of seige. for what 
purpose it was not known. 

Numerous arrests had been made, 
lat. ly, in ihe Roman States. 

The Spanish Ministry had made a 
compulsory loan of two hundred mil- 
lions. 

Advices from Rome say lhat Maxa 
millian, the brother of the Emperor of 
Austria, had a private interview with 
the Pope.

How all tMIIW Mnnd. 

Below we give the planks from the va- 
rious platforms — American. Locofoco, 
Abolition and Know Something — that 
defines the position of each party upon 
the Nebraska-Kansas Act, which is the 
most piominent test of love for the per- 
petuity of the Union, in these stirring 
times of political charlatanism. We ask 
our readers to read these various planks 
carefully, and form their own opinions, 
without prompting from us, or any one. 
We have an abiding faith in the patriot- 
ism and intelligence of the people ol old 
Kentucky, and cheerfully leave them to 
draw their own conclusions from the fol- 
lowing declarations of the various par- 
ties, on the good old Democratic dactrine 
of State Rights, which dors not recognise 
the power of Congress to legislate upon 
the internal social atfaii s of any particu- 
lar State or States. 

The first plank is from the platform of 
the Ame rican l'arty, adopted at the re- 
cent session ot'tS.e National Council, held 

in the city of Philadelphia. 

"And regarding it the highest duty to 
avow these opinions, upon a subject so 
important, iri distinct and unequivocal 
term*, it is hereby delrtr- <]. as the sense 
of this National Council, that Confess 
possesses no power under the eon.-titu- 
tion to le-i<!ate upon the suhjret of sla- 
very in the States, or to exclude any State 
from admission into the I uiou because 
its constitution docs or does not recog- 
nize the institution of slavery as a part 
of the social system, and « xpies.-ly pre- 
termitting any expression of opinion up- 
on the power of Congress to establish or 
prohibit slavery in any Territory, it is the 
sense of this National Council that Con- 
gress ought not to legislate upon the sub- 
ject of slave ry as it exists in the District 
of Columbia, and that any interference 
of Congress with slavery, as it exists in 
the said District, would be a violation of 
the spirit and intentions of the compact 
by which the. Mate of Maryland ceded 
it to the Halted States, and a breach of 
the national faith. 

The southern Locofoco press call the 
party that avows the above sentiment 
'Abolitionist.' We verily believe that if 
the Declaration k\f ipdcpetsVaOD was to 
appear in the columns of a Know-Noth- 
jng paper, on the 4th of July next, every 
Sag Nicht nVMl east of sun-down would 
brand it as an 'abolition dodge.' 

By way of contrast to the above, here 
is a plank from the Democratic platform 
of Ohio: 

"The people of Ohio, now, as they 
have alw ays done, look upon sin. very M 
an evil and unfavorable to the develop- 
ment office institutions, and that enter- 
taining these sentiments, they will at am. 
times feel it to be their duty to use all

And, now, as an evidence of the boast- 
ed unanimity of the Democracy, North 
and South, lock at this plank, which we 
extract from the platform adopted by the 
Democratic State Convention of Georgia: 
"We adopt as our own the following 
resolution passed unanimously by the 
last legislature of Georgia: 

'Resolved by the General Assembly of 
the State of Georgia, That opposition to 
the principles of the Nebraska bill in re- 
lation to the subject of slavery is regard- 
ed by the people of Georgia as hostility 
to the people of the South, and that all 
persons who partake in such opposition 
are unfit to be recognised as component 
parts tf any party or organization not 
hostile to the South.' " 

That is only two spots of the many- 
colored coat worn by the sham democra- 
cy. Now let us look at the colors thrown 
to the breeze by their abolition allies, un- 
der the command of Senator Wilson:
